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Claims Rejection Under 35 USC - 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Gaspari (4,021,103). 

Gaspari discloses ophthalmic mounting arrangement comprises a frame 12 
having a lens mounting means 13 therein; a prescription adapter ring21 removably 
mounted in said lens mounting means 13, said adapter ring 21 comprising a 
prescription lens 22 therein; wherein said mounting means 13 has a higher wrap than 
said prescription lens (see at least figures 1 , 4 and the related disclosure.) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-6 and 8-1 1 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

7. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 1 , which include a rear portion having a first curvature that generally 
matches the curvature of the wrap type eyewear, said rear portion comprising a 
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mounting means for maintaining said adapter ring to said eyewear; and a front portion 
comprising a lens mounting means for mounting a prescription lens onto the adapter 
ring, said lens mounting means having a second curvature that is less than said first 
curvature.
